for fire purposes. The motor equip- 
ment 1s Hghter and quicker in all 
phases of Its work, and at the same 
time combines with its own usefulness 
the functions of a hose wagon. 

Are Powerful Machines. 

The motors being tested today are of 
110 horse power and have a pumping 
capacity of 700 gallons a minute, each. 
Sach motor carries 1,000 feet of fire 


motor engines is that they work a 
great economy and eliminate risks with 
the power house pumping machinery 
and the water mains, With these mo- 
tors operating, it is not necessary for 
the pressure in the water mains to be 
raised to the usual 70 to 90 pounds 
for fire fighting purposes. With do- 
mestic pressure at 40 pounds, the motor 
engines do the rest. These two en- 
fines will be put in service and given 
a thorough actual operation for this 
year, And if they prove satisfactory 
under Edmonton conditions, it is pur- 
posed to add more and eventually so 
equip the department that it will never 
be necessary to raise the pressure In 
the water mains in case of fire.

This arrangement, if carried out, as it probably will be, 
vives the west 22 new members, or 57 all told ina parliament 
of 234. 

As every other province, except Quebec, which is static, 
loses members on the redistribution, the eventual outcome is 
not difficult to apprehend. 

The next redistribution will, in all probability, place the 
policy-making power of either or both the parties in the hands 
of the west. Even as it stands now, the determination of 
the dominion’s policy upon trade matters must lie with the 
west at the time of the next election. 


RANCHES TOO SMALL 
UNDER NEW REGULATIONS 

There will be grave doubt in the minds of Alberta people 
as to the wisdom of the decision of the dominion government 
iti the matter of the ranching leases. 

The new regulations, in brief, limit ranching leases to a 
half section and in cases where a number of farmers desire to 
use vacant land in common the crown land will be held as 
commons tor the use of all. 

Such regulation, were the country all farming country, 
would meet the requirements, most especially the provision 
for grazing commons open to all farmers. If such regulations 
applied to all vacant land, as well as to crown land, they would 
be even better. 

But in the province of Alberta there are large sections of 
country which are essentially grazing country and either on 
account of too great altitude, too little rainfall or for topo- 
graphical reasons, can not be made farming country, In such 
districts a ranch limited to 320 acres, and which the rancher 
is required to fence, is altogether too small. The stockman 
who would attempt to establish a household and get a living 
for himself and family out of the proceeds of the stock that 
could be raised upon a half-section of dry land or foothill land 
would be inviting poverty and disaster. To all acquainted 
with the practical side fo the grazing business it must be 
apparent that to rigidly adhere to the regulation which limits 
ranches to 329 acres will be to put an end to the grazing 
business altogether in large sections of country which might 
be made productive were leases given for a larger area.

"TODAY WE CELEBRATE | 
oe Day” Celebrated By Z 
the Radicals of Rome Today. 


“Bruno Day” will be celebrated in 


Rome today by religious, political ana 


economic radicals of all kinds, com- 
memorating the anniversary of the 
burning of Gierdano Bruno, on Feb. Li, 
1600. Some years ago a statue of Bruno 


called by his admirers “the first martyr) —* 
to free thought,” was erected in the} 


Eternal City, near the Vatican, and ever 
since the anniversary of his tragic 
death has been observed, with parades 
to the monument and fiery oratory. 
| Buropean freethinkers have adopted the 
year 1600, when Bruno paid the penalty 
of his heresy, as the beginning of a new 
era, called E, M, and signifying the 
Era of Man, This new calendar has 
gained a few adherents on this side of 
the Atlantic, but has never been gen- 
erally adopted, even by agnostic pub- 
lications. Thaddeus Burr Wakeman, 
the distinguished lawyer,  positiveist 
and author, was the leader in a move- 
ment started some years ugo to induce 
American freethinkers to adopt the 
new reckoning, but the project was a 
failure. 

Although Bruno's heresies were mild 
and innocuous in comparison with the 
freethought of today, he was one of 
the boldest and most independent 
|thinkers of his age. He was born in 
Nola about 1550, ane was educated for 
the priesthood. Te entered orders, 
Dominican order, but his religious 
doubts, and his criticisms of the mon- 
astic orders, compelled him to leave 
his monastery and—Italy, He went to 
Geneva and embraced the doctrines of 
Calvin, but there, too, he found that 
doubt and free discussion were not 
In favor, The “Rome of Calvinism,” 
where Servetus had been burned for 
heresy, offered no safe refuge for such 
a man as Bruno, and after two years, 
he went to Paris. 

In the French’ capital the first of 
modern freethinkers began the devel- 
opment ofta philosophy, which, while 
not antagonistic to religion as we know 
it now, was then considered the limit 
of boldness. His lectures on philosophy 
in the French capital won for him many 
friends and followers, but also bitter 
enemies in high places. For such a 
tina in such an age, there could be 
[ne refuge, although his next stopping 
place, England, offered a larger mea- 
sure of hospitality than he had received 
elsewhere, Sir Philip Sldney and other 
famous Englishmen of the day became 
the friends of the Italian philosopher, 
and the two years Bruno spent in Jéng- 
land were perhaps the happiest of his 
life, 

Back In Paris, Bruno resumed his 
lectures, and later visited and taught 
in various towns in Germany. His heart 
hungered for his native’ Italy, and in 
1592 he returned to Padua and after- 
ward to Venice, There he preached 
and -taught, and there powerful foes 
soon determined .to suppress both 
teacher and teachings. The fingers of 
fate closed upon him, and he was borne 
off to Rome, by order of the Inquisi- 
tion, After two years tn prison he was 
convicted as a heretic. No torture 
could make him recant, and, calm and

per week,
